RIVER  PLATE  II EMS. 

—  The  increase  of  population  in  Uruguay 
last  year  is  estimated  lo  have  been  19,120 
from  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  and  7,943 
excess  of  arrivals  over  departures,  total  27,063, 
A.  rough  estimate  of  the  population  places  it 
at  920,000.  The  population  of  Montevideo, 
however,  it  said  lo  have  decreased  hy  7,296 
during  the  year, 

—  A  new  contagious  disease  lias  broken  out 
in  the  cattle  in  the  partido  of  Azul,  consisting 
of  tumors  and  ulcers  which  is  considered 
worse  than  the  foot-and-mouth  disease  as 
nearly  all  the  animals  attacked  die  from  the 
disease.  The  government  has  sent  various 
veteriuaries  to  the  district  to  report  on  the 
new  outbreak. — Southern   Cross. 

—  The  municipality  of  F.  Varela  charges  a 
tax  of  10  o/0  on  milk  taken  out  of  the  partido. 
This  tax  amounts  to  14,400  dollars  a  year. 
It  is  calculated  that  60  °/o  of  it  goes  to  the 
printer  of  the  stamp  taxes,  The  supreme 
court  of  the  province  has  ordered  the  munic- 
ipality to  cease  collecting  the  tax  whilst  the 
matter  is  sub  judice.—  B.  A.  Herald. 

—  The  national  telegraph  department  has 
purchased  in  Loudon  the  21  miles  of  cable  ne- 
cessary.for  passing  the  Straits  of  Magellan,  so 
as  to  connect  tip  Tierra  del  Fuego  with  the 
southern  line  now  in  course  of  construction. 
From  Tilly  Bay  the  Hue  will  he  taken  on  to 
San  Julian.  Puerto  Deseado  and  RioGallegos, 
aud  will  finally  reach  Punta  Dungeness  to 
crossover  the  Straits  to  Tierra  del  Fuego. — 
Review,  Buenos  Aires, 

—  It  is  stated  that,  during  the  first  fort- 
night of  January,  over  4o~>o  passengers  arrived 
by  the  river  steamers  from  Buenos  Aires,  or 
an  average  of  some  260  daily.  How  many 
went  back  is  not  stated.  It  will  he  well  not 
to  make  too  much  mention  of  this  traffic,  or 
our  enemies  the  sanitary  authorities  will  find 
some  excuse  for  stopping  it  with  their  qua- 
rantines, as  they  did  this  time  last  year,  Mr, 
itCaso  Sospechoson  has  already  been  spoken 
about,— Montevideo  Times.

—  It  is  reported  that  the  acting  president  of 
the  republic  is  about  to  commence  a  campaign 
against  the  unconstitutional  taxes  known  as 
guias  de  campiiu  which  are  levied  by  the 
provinces.  The  municipal  tax  upon  all  we 
eat  in  this  city  comes  under  the  head  though 
it  is  called  hy  another  name.  Both  are 
customs  dues  levied  bv  local  bodies,  A'ast 
landed  estates  are  practically  not  taxed  at  all 
and  the  removal  of  the  guias.  which  are  an 
obstruction  to  commerce,  could  be  balanced 
by  a  tax  on  the  great  landed  properties,  mostly 
lying  idle.—  B.  A,  Herald,  Jan,  15. 

—  Government  has  decreed  that  the  railway 
companies  can  receive  and  carry  cereals  and 
wool  without  the  presentation  of  (iguias.n  and 
a  special  regulation  as  regards  skins",  hides  and 
live  stock  will  soon  published.  This  will  be  a 
great  blow  to  provincial  municipalities,  as  up 
to  the  present  they  have  made  a  large  revenue 
on  those  "guiitsii  and  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  move  produce  without  them,  It  now  remains 
to  be  seen  how  the  scheme  will  work  and  what 
steps  the  provincial  authorities  will  take  to 
meet  the  loss  in  their  revenue,  It  is  very 
certain  that  they  will  not  remain  idle  in  the 
matter.—  Review,  Buenos  Aires. 

—  The  B,  A,  Standard  says  that  the  new 
paper  money  is  being  boycotted  in  all  quar- 
ters, and  even  some  of  the  branches  of  the 
Banco  de  la  Nac'iou  are  said  to  have  refused 
the  new  notes,  even  with  the  numeration  and 
signatures  all  right.  011  the  ground  that  the 
ink  was  already  faded  aud  the  paper  like  arag. 
Some  unscrupulous  third  class  shopkeepers 
and  extra  sharp  hawkers  are  now  "oblig- 
ing^ their  customers  by  accepting  the  new 
notes  at  a  shave,  thereby  creating  a  premium 
on  the  old  issue.  It  is  beginning  to  look  as 
if  the  only  way  out  of  the  mess  is  to  with- 
draw this  miserable  new  issue, except  the  large 
notes  which  are  mostly  held  by  the  banks, 
aud,  consequently,  undergo  little  handling, 
It  would  be  wise  of  the  government  not  to 
attempt  any  more  note  printing  oil  its  own 
account,  but  have  it  done  in  England  or  the 
United  Slates,  as  formerly! 

'  —  The  Provincial  Bank,  «la colosse  de  jadis... 
is  about  to  breathe  its  last,  as  the  tribunals 
have  ordered  the  withdrawal  of  such  impor- 
tant judicary  deposits  that  the  Bank  cannot 
meet  these  engagements.  In  a  few  months' 
time  three  million  dollars  have  been  with- 
drawn, only  one  million  has  been  deposited, 
and  it  is  rumored  that  at  the  entry  of  the 
tribunals  no  less  than  $800,000  are  to  be  with- 
drawn. The  government  is  owing  the  Bank 
twelve  million  dollars,  of  which  it  cannot  or 
will  not  pay  one  cent.  The  governor,  the 
minister  of  finance,  the  president  of  the  Bank 
have  held  a  conference  to  endeavor  to  save 
the  ex -col  os»  from  a  final  cataclysm.  The 
cause  of  the  Catastrophe  is  that  the  provincial 
tribunals,  slighting  the  law.  withdraw  the 
judiciary  deposits  from  the  Provincial  Bank 
and  place  them  either  in  the  Bank  of  the  Na- 
tion or  in  the  Bank  of  Italy,  a  proceeding 
which  is  probably  caused  by  political  or  other 
such  reasons. — Southern  Cross,  Jan.  it.

— We  are  not  exactly  iiiionned  as  to  the 
rate  at  which  the  exchange  of  old  notes  for 
new  is  going  011  at  the  'caja  de  conversion.' 
But  without  being  either  Aladdius  or  magi- 
cians, and  judging  from  out*  own  modest  ex- 
perience in  the  way  of  making  the  fiduciary 
money  to  circulate,  we  should  say  that  the 
popular  vote  is  in  favor  of  holding  011  to  the 
old  notes,  and  not  accepting  the  new  ones, 
unless  in  the  last  extreme  of  need.  And  the 
matter  is,  after  all,  reasonable  enough,  when 
we  come  to  think  of  it.  The  paper  on  which 
the  old  note  is  printed  is  of  linen,  and  of  fairly 
stout  resistance,  That  of  the  new  notes  is 
certainly  paper,  but  of  the  poorest  class,  and 
the  risk 'of  tearing,  or  rubbing  off,  both  the 
number  and  the  signature,  is  very  great,  as 
the  experience  of  only  a  month  or  so  proves  to 
ns  in  the  most  convincing  way.  No  wonder 
that  the  trades  people,  whether  of  ambulant  or 
sedentary  persuasion,  look  with  disfavor  upon 
such  miserable  trash,  and  show  decided  un- 
willingness lo  take  it.  The  'caja  de  conver- 
sion' announces  that  it  will  pay  the  notes, 
provided  that  they  possess  both  number  and 
signature.  But  there  is  the  rub;  and  the  rub. 
in  too  many  instances,  disposes  of  both  essen- 
tials, in  a  very  complete  manner. — Review, 
Buenos  Aires,  Jan,  19. 

—  We  hope  lo  see  the  day  when  the  Bolsa 
will  be  occupied  by  a  public  library  and  when 
the  pranks  of  Mammon  shall  be  played  ill 
some  of  the  artificially  lighted  cellars  near 
the  river.  We  have  often,  we  know,  given 
pain  to  unsensitive  people  by  our  .Bolsa  arti- 
cles. We  have  always  tried  to  treat  the  Bolsa 
with  great  respect,  but  we  never  could  assure 
ourselves  that  we  were  succeeding  in  our  ef 
forts.  We  always  tried  at  first  to  feel  subdued 
and  deferential  and  meek  when  passing  the 
gorgeous  shrine  of  riches  ;  but,  somehow,  we 
could  never  repress  the  conviction  that  il  would 
be  well  for  us  to  hold  our  pockets  tightly  and 
hurry  onward.  We  saw  that  Bolsa  in  the  days 
of  its  glory  and  we  tried  to  feel  that  it  was 
glorious,  but  we  could  not;  we  have  recently 
seen  it  in  the  days  of  its  decay  and  we  have 
tried  to  feel  sorry  for  its  departed  grandeur, 
hut  we  could  not.  We  have  always  been  of 
the  belief  that  the  Bolsa  was  altogether  unne- 
cessary to  the  progress  of  the  country.  We 
are  sure  of  it  now.  We  believe  111  exchanges 
like  the  Barracas  wool  market,  the  Once  corn 
market,  etc.  These  are  useful  and  necessary 
institutions.  The  Bolsa  is  both  useless  and 
unnecessary.  It  has  at  present  the  gloom 
over  it  that  you  may  cut  with  a  knife  in  the 
roulette  room  of  the  Bristol  Hotel  at  Mar  del 
Plata  during  the  winter  mouths.  There  is. 
however,  this  difference.  The  gloom  of  the 
winter  solitude  of  the  Mar  del  Plata  gambling 
hell  disappears  when  the  following  summer 
brings  its  visitors  :  the  gloom  of  the  Bolsa 
gambling  saloon  has  no  summer  hope.  It  is 
the  winter  of  its  discontent.  May  it  end  its 
disreputable  days  in  peace.—  Southern  Cross. 
—The  efforts  made  lo  promote  Argentine 
industry  are  worth  watching  and  many  of 
them  demand  our  sympathy.  After  all  there 
is  more  than  a  joke  in  "Industrie  Nacioual." 
Nation-building  and  industry-building  are 
synonymous  terms.  Thus  all  the  millers' 
congresses,  or  other  trade  congresses  are  wel- 
come. It  would  lie  regrettable,  however,  if  in 
the  natural  rivalry  of  trade  we  allowed  our- 
selves to  mix  issues  to  the  extent  of  being 
unable  to  distinguish  between  international 
friendship  and  commercial  competition.  For 
instance,  we  are  developing  quite  an  acrimo- 
nious tone  when  we  speak  of  the  United 
States.  Tliis  is  nonsense.  We  are  vexed  with 
the  Americans  because  they  monopolize  the 
flour  trade  of  Brazil,  We  forget  why  if  is  that 
the  Americans  hold  the  field  in  Rio.  It  is 
our  own  fault  that  the  market  is  theirs  and  not 
ours.  We  had  our  chance  and  threw  it  away. 
We  sold  the  Brazilians  decent  flour  bv  sample 
and  then  exported  to  them  vile  rubbish  in  the 
bulk.  We  broke  our  faith  with  them  and  they 
threw  us  overboard,  The  Americans,  who 
abhor  a  commercial  vacuum,  filled  the  one  we 
created.  And  that  is  all.  Now  it  happens 
that  we  have  recognized  the  error  of  our  ways 
and  we  are  ready  to  promise  the  Brazilians 
anything  so  long  as  we  get  back  their  custom 
for  our  flour.  We  promise  generously — as  a 
people.  We  have  never  read  in  history  of  a 
people  so  fervid  in  protesting  that  a  new  leaf 
is  to  be  turned  over,  as  we  are,  This  is  not  a 
blemish  at  all.  But,  meanwhile,  the  Brazilians 
have  all  the  flour  they  need,  and  if  we  want  to 
win  back  their  market  we  must  offer  a  first- 
class  article  aud  cut  prices,  There  is  nothing 
romantic,  or  dictatorial,  or  showy,  about  this 
policy,  but  commerce  is  a  prosy  business,  any 
way  you  take  il.  It  is  concerned  with  facts. 
It  can  only  take  a  purely  commercial  cogniz- 
ance of  fancies.  If  we  want  to  beat  the  Amer- 
ican millers  out  of  Brazil,  let  us  do  it  like 
cavaliers.  It  is  a  commercial  rivalry.  They 
hold  the  field  which  we  did  everything  to  put 
them  in  possession  of,  so  we  need  not  lose  our 
tempers  and  call  them  names  because  we 
happen  to  find  them  where  we  so  materiallv 
helped  to  place  them.  Competition  is  the 
life  of  trade,  and  if  we  are  worth  our  salt  we 
ought  to  be  able  to  undersell  the  Americans 
with  a  belter  flour  in  the  Brazilian  market.  If, 
therefore,  we  would  make  arrangements  to 
send  our  best  flour  to  Rio,  and  also  to  hang. 
draw  aud  quarter  the  first  man  who  tried  to 
export  a  cargo  oi  flour  inferior  to  his  Batnple— 
we  would  be  doing  a  great  deal  more  practical 
commercial  agitation  than  in  covering  acres 
of  paper  with  ill  tempered  snarls  about  "esos 
vanquises,"  or  "dj,-iiikeses,"  or  "el  comercio  . 
yanqui."  We  have,  it)  any  case,  far  more  to  " 
gain  by  being  friends  with  the  Tinted  States 
than  in  allowing  ourselves  to  be  led  by  a  few 
sore-heads  into  hostility  to  the  best  friend  we 
hive  ever  had.— Southern  Cross,  Buenos  Aires.

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'Die  death  of  Her  Gracious  Majesty  Queen 
Victoria  occurred  at  Osborne  on  lip-;  22nd 
inst.at  6.30  p.m.  Her  life  pussed  away  during 
sleep  and  her  death  was  painless  and  peaceful, 
as  Lite  oud  of  so  long  and  useful  a  life  should 
be,  All  her  living  children,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  Empress  Frederick,  were  at  her 
bedside ,as  also  were  many  of  her  grandchildren 
and  great  grandchildren,  including  the  Em- 
peror of  Germany,  who  hastened  from  Berlin 
to  be  with  her. 

According  to  the  telegrams,  with  which  out- 
readers  are  already  familiar,  the  Prince  of 
Wales  was  at  once  declared  king  under  the 
title  of  Edward  VII,  and  his  accession  has 
since  been  officially  proclaimed  with  the  usual 
ceremonies.  The  remains  of  the  Queen  are 
to  be  removed  to  Windsor  on  February  ist,the 
funeral  ceremonies  will  take  place  on  the 
2nd,  and  she  will  then  be  laid  at  rest  at  Frog- 
more  beside  her  husband,  the  Prince  Consort. 
The  first  news  of  Queen  Victoria's  death 
reached  this  city  about  5  p.  m.  on  the  22nd  in 
a  private  telegram  to  one  of  the  banks.  The 
Pais  received  the  news  at  5.25,  and  soon  after 
flags  were  seen  at  half  mast  on  a  few  offices 
and  places  of  business  which  were  still  open. 
As  the  business  section  of  the  city  is  par- 
tially deserted  at  that  hour,  and  as  the  trans- 
mission of  news  to  the  suburbs  and  neighboring 
towns  is  slow,  the  sad  intelligence  spread 
slowly,  and  some  did  not  know  of  it  until  the 
next  morning. 

On  the  morning  of  the  23rd  the  newspapers  j  a]so  car 
gave  all  the  cabled  details  of  the  Queen's  last 
hours  and  published  long  and  appreciative 
accounts  of  Iter'  life.

The  church  was  crowded  full,  in 
spite  of  the  inclement  weather,  and  among 
those  present  were  the  members  of  the  British 
legation  and  consular  corps,  members  of  the 
foreign  diplomatic  and  consular  corps,  repre- 
sentatives of  the  foreign  and  English  press, 
many  prominent  foreigners,  and  many  mem- 
bers of  the  American  colony  who  have  as- 
sociated themselves  with  all  these  manifesta- 
tions of  sorrow  and  loving  respect  for  Eng- 
land's beloved  Queen.  The  services  for  the 
day  had  been  neatly  printed  for  the  occasion, 
and  were  rendered  in  the  most  impressive 
manner.  The  sermon  by  the  chaplain,  Rev. 
John  D'Arcy,  was  a  heartfelt  and  eloquent 
eulogy  of  the  departed  sovereign  and  just 
tribute  to  her  many  rare  qualities  of  mind  and 
heart.

The  death  of  Queen  Victoria  re- 
moves from  our  midst  not  only  one  of 
the  most  powerful  and  conspicuous 
sovereigns  of  the  world,  but  likewise 
one  of  the  most  beloved  women  ever 
known  to  history.  Her  reign  of  over 
sixty-three  years  is  the  longest  ever 
known  in  English  history,  while  the 
retention  of  her  physical  and  intellectual 
powers  to  so  great  an  age  was  equally 
remarkable.  It  was  her  rare  good  for- 
tune to  reign  in  an  age  of  intense  intel- 
lectual and  material  development^  an 
age  of  remarkable  progress  in  invention, 
science,  art,  commerce  and  industry,  and 
to  have  ruled  over  a  people  who  took  a 
leading  part  in  this  inarch  of  human 
progress.

civilization  for  so  many  years.

the  representee  of  another  country,  unless  the 
press  is  beiiig  fed  with  news  three  to  six 
months  old. 


"IjONO  experience."  said  President  Campos 
Salles  in  his  message  of  May  3,  1899,  «has 
demonstrated  that  there  is  no  real  advantage 
in  keeping  railways  under  government  manage- 
ment,»  What,  then,  is  his  object  in  adding 
^"2,250.000  to  the  national  debt  for  the  pur- 
pose of  transferring  to  government  manage- 
ment the  Bahia  and  Sito  Francisco  rail  way, 
whose  original  cost  was  only  ^r, 800,000  and 
which,  even  under  private  management,  is 
operated  at  a  loss?  The  President  is  certainly 
inconsistent,  and  for  his  inconsistency  there  is 
probably  an  explanation.  In  our  opinion  the 
solution  of  the  enigma  is  to  be  found  in  the 
reckless  policy  that  lias  led  the  President  to 
squander  the  resources  of  the  country  in 
franlic  efforts  to  obtain  ready  money  and  to 
shift  burdens  from  his  own  shoulders  to  those 
of  his  successors.  The  capita]  invested  in  the 
Bahia  and  Sao  Francisco  railway  has  for  a 
limited  period  a  guarantee  of  7  (l/,,  interest, 
which  amounts  to  £126,000  per  annum.  The 
interest  on  the  4  °/(>  bonds  which  the  govern- 
ment issues  for  the  purchase  of  the  road  is 
£90,000,  the  difference  being,  consequently, 
£36,000.  The  purchase  of  the  road,  then,  is 
not  a  business  transaction,  but  a  financial  ex- 
pedient which,  for  the  sake  of  temporary  relief 
from  a  burden  of  £36,000  per  annum,  saddles 
the  country  with  a  debt  of  £2,250,000. 


Rumors  of  a  plot  against  the  government 
have  again  been  circulated,  but  the  general 
opinion  seems  to  be  that  they  are  entirely 
unfounded.  They  are  doubtless  merely  the 
result  of  surmises  engendered  by  the  preva- 
lent discontent.  That  there  is  discontent  no 
one  can  deny,  and  that  there  is  danger  of  an 
outbreak  no  one  can  ignore.  What  we  have 
feared  most  is  that  the  prevalent  distress  and 
discontent  would  lead  to  bread  riots  in  this 
capital,  which  is  perhaps  more  to  he  feared 
than  a  political  revolution.  But  the  talk  one 
now  hears  in  the  streets  and  cafe's  means 
something  more  than  that.  The  people  are 
complaining  of  taxes,  rents,  want  of  work, 
peculations,  extravagance  and  chronic  mis- 
government.  They  read  the  Jar  ml  do  Brazil, 
Imprensa  and  Cidade  do  Rio  rather  than  the 
semi-official  organs^  And  all  this  means  po- 
litical agitation  more  than  mere  discontent. 
What  it  will  lead  to  we  can  not  tell,  but  one 
thing  is  sure— it  will  not  lead  us  out  of  the 
financial  mire  in  which  we  are  uow  floun- 
dering. 

With  regard  to  the  negotiations  for  a  reci- 
procity treaty  between  this  country  and  the 
United  States  we  are  credibly  informed  that 
the  negotiations  were  transferred  to  Wash- 
ington in  October  last  with  a  definite  proposal 
made  by  the  Brazilian  government.  This 
transfer  was  rendered  necessary,  of  course,  by 
the  subjection  of  the  said  proposal  to  the 
United  Stattp  government,  and  the  negotia- 
tion has  since  been  carried  on  between  Com- 
missioner Kasson  for  the  United  States  and 
Dr.  Assis  Brazil,  the  Brazilian  minister  in 
Washington.  We  may  now  be  permitted  to 
ask  our  Brazilian  colleagues  for  their  author- 
ity  for  the  statements  which  have  appeared 


IT  may  be  "  talking  twaddle,  ji  in  the  classic 
phrase  of  a  contemporary,  to  urge  economies 
on  the  government  and  to  suggest  the  grant 
of  public  lands  to  railways  in  place  of  interest 
guarantees,  but  it  is  talk  that  the  present 
situation  here  demands.  Lands  have  been 
devoted  to  .such  purposes  in  other  countries, 
and  it  seems  reasonable  to  suppose  that  this 
policy  could  have  been  applied  here.  Of 
course,  the  situation  has  changed  and  the  ar- 
rangement could  not  be  so  easily  effected 
under  existing  circumstances,  for  the  public 
lands  have  been  transferred  to  the  states  while 
the  federal  government  remains  burdened 
with  the  interest  guarantees  on  railways  de- 
signed for  the  development  of  certain  states. 
Had  the  authors  of  the  constitution  studied 
the  subject  a  little  more  deeply,  they  must 
have  seen  that  the  transfer  of  the  nation's 
assets  to  the  states  should  have  been  accom- 
panied by  a  transfer  of  a  fair  share  of  the 
liabilities,  such  as  interest  guarantees  on  rail- 
ways, contracts  for  the  introduction  of  colon- 
ists, etc.  It  may  be  « twaddle,  >i  but  it  is  com- 
mon sense  also.  Brazil  is  now  ill  an  extremely 
critical  situation  simply  because  she  has  been 
governed  largely  by  sentiment,  and  it  is  full 
time  that  the  press  should  insist  upon  the 
exercise  of  a  little  common  sense  in  adminis- 
trative affairs, 


Coffee  Notes 


~0u  Thursday  a  committee  of  business 
men  from  the  Ceutro  Commercial  conferred 
with  President  Campos  Salles  011  the  crisis  in 
the  coffee  trade. 

—  Our  advices  in  regard  to  the  new  crop 
are  still  most  favorable.  It  is  a  common 
opinion  that  it  will  be  by  far  the  largest  crop 
ever  produced  in  Brazil. 

—  The  MitCltry,  of  TheophiloOttoui,  Miuas 
Gei'aes,  says  the  enffee  crop  in  that  munici- 
pality this  year  will  be  extraordinary.  The 
planters  will  want  laborers  to  pick  the  coffee, 
and  are  already  procuring  them. 

—  (i  I  am  convinced,  »  remarked  Smalwyt, 
« that  when  the  Centro  commission  went 
around  to  talk  with  Campos  Salles  on  Thursday 
about  tile  crisis  in  the  coffee  trade,  the 'old 
Roman,'  as  one  of  our  diplomats  once  called 
him,  looked  severely  wise  and  observed  that 
the  season  had  been  exceptionally  favorable. 
'There  is  no  crisis,'  he  added,  'for  the  next 
crop  will  he  a  big  one.  The  Rio  News  says  so, 
andforonce  I  agree  with  that  paper.  The 
trouble  is,  gentlemen,  you  are  trying  to  get 
out  of  paying  your  taxes.  But  this  government 
knows  its  duty,  and  will  make  you  pay  them. 
Order  and  progress,  gentlemen,  good  clay  I' 
The  commission  then  backed  out  and  the 
noble  old  Roman  returned  to  a  discussion  of 
the  probabilities  of  the  next  election.  That's 
my  version  of  the  interview, »  added  Smalwyt, 
«but  of  course,  I  must  admit  that  I  wasn't 
there,  i) 

—  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  cost  of  produc- 
tion [of  coffee]  is  constantly  changing  in  all 
countries.  What  the  real  cost  of  productiou 
is,  and  what  will  check  increase  of  production 
of  coffee,  nobody  has  so  far  been  able  to  de- 
termine in  a  satisfactory  way,  and  as  produc- 
tiou is  still  increasing,  not  decreasing,  all 
talk  from  coffee  growing  countries  every- 
where in  reference  to  the  hardships  of  pre- 
sent prices  may  be  dismissed  from  the  minds 
of  coffee  people.  It  is  apparent  that  the  coffee 
world  at  large  continues  very  nervous,  and  at 
the  slightest  improvement,  due  to  any  cause, 
no  mailer  how  slight,  speculators  are  forever 
climbing  or  clamoring  for  higher  values  under 
the  misconception  that  minor  causes  can  ma- 
terially alter  conditions.— Jf.  H.  Grossman

_  ■  —  In  addition  to  famine  the  state  of  Ceard 
is  now  ravaged  by  an  epidemic  of  small- 
pox, 

— The  election  of  Dr.  AugUSto  Montenegro 
as  governor  of  Para  was  formally  announced 

on  the  25th  inst. 

— In  Bahia,  ex-Goy,  Luiz  Vian.ua  has  been 
again  insulted  in  the  streets  by  a  jeering  crowd. 
Sic  transit  glot  ia  inundl. 

— At  Pardon  the  23rd  inst.  friends  of  Senator 
Lauro  Sodre"  disarmed  .some  persons  who  were 
said  to  be  waiting  for  the  senator  to  pass  in 
order  to  attack  him. 

— The  Collegio  Assumpcao,  of  Piracicaha, 
Sao  Paulo,  was  burned  on  the  morning  of  the 
25th  inst.,  but  happily  without  loss  of  life. 
The  loss  is  estimated  at  200,000$. 

— A  telegram  of  the  21st  inst.  slates  that 
recently  so  many  murders  have  been  commit- 
ted in  Pernamlmco  that  people  are  becoming 
afraid  to  leave  their  houses  at  night. 

—  The  people  of  Paid  are  indignant  with 
the  coasting  steamer  «Alag6iiSii  for  concealing 
alleged  cases  of  bubonic  pest,  occurring  on 
board  during  the  voyage  up  the  coast, 

—  The  potato  crop  of  tile  state  of  Minas 
Geraes  for  last  year  is  estimated  at  1,000,000 
kilos.  This  year  the  crop  is  said  to  have  been 
considerably  damaged  by  wet  weather. 

— In  the  city  of  Ceard  there  are  22  physicians. 
16  lawyers  and  23  civil  and  military  engineers 
.Six  journals  are  published  in  the  city,  two  at 
Sobral,  one  at  Araeaty  and  one  at  BaturiU'. 

— There  is  said  to  be  much  discontent  in 
Bahia  on  account  of  the  proposed  increase  in 
water  rates  and  in  the  price  of  fresh  beef. 
The  latter,  it  is  stated,  is  to  cost  1J500  per 
kilo. 

—  After  the  installation  of  his  successor, 
Gov.  Paes  de  Carvallio  will  visit  Europe  with 
his  family.  The  fate  of  Kduardo  Ribeiro  and 
Luiz  Viauna  does  not  seem  to  have  disturbed 
him. 

— A  Para  telegram  of  the  25th  says  the 
federal  garrison  of  that  city  was  held  under 
arms,  for  fear  that  disorder  would  result  at  the 
counting  of  the  votes  for  governor  of  the 
state. 

— The  Amapd  territory  lately  secured  by 
means  of  the  decision  of  the  Swiss  arbitration 
tribunal,  lias  been  annexed  to  the  state  of 
Pard,  and  will  be  distinguished  by  the  old 
name  of  Aracary. 

— In  Santa  Catharina  Judge  Navarro  Lius 
has  telegraphed  to  President  Campos  Sidles, 
asking  for  security  for  his  life, which  is  threat- 
ened, lie  says,  by  the  governor  and  the 
latter's  subordinates. 

— A  telegram  to  the  Dial  io  Popular  of  Silo 
Paulo  of  the  22nd  inst.  says  that  a  great  part 
of  the  Bahia  delegation  in  the  national  con- 
gress is  opposed  to  the  administration  of  Dr. 
Severiuo  Vieira,  governor  of  Bahia. 

— The  Centro  da  Lavoura  e  do  Commercio, 
of  Jin/,  de  F6ra,  has  formally  declared  against 
the  land  tax.  The  Centro  should  know  that 
it  is  better  to  put  a  small  tax  on  land  than  to 
overtax  commercial  and  manufacturing  trans- 
actions. 

—The  accusations  of  Sr.  Jofio  Serzedello, 
brother  of  Deputy  Innoceiieio  Serzedello,  in 
regard  to  the  Rio  Acre  intrigue,  has  naturally 
excited  great  interest.  He  accuses  the  Brazil- 
ian authorities,  and  especially  the  governor 
of  Amazouas,  of  promoting  the  revolt,  and 
assisting  it,  in  that  district. 

—  According  to  a  telegram  of  the  26th  Al- 
derman Innoceiieio  de  G6es  has  declared  in 
the  Bahia  municipal  council  that  the  Quei- 
mados  company  is  seeking  to  have  the  water 
rates  increased  so  as  to  augment  the  value  of 
its  shares  preparatory  to  a  sale  of  its  property 
and   franchise  to  a  foreign  syndicate. 

—  Various  members  of  the  Pard  slate  as- 
sembly have  published  a  protest  against  the 
display  of  military  force  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
assembly  building.  They  also  assert  that  ca- 
panms  were  brought  into  the  galleries  and 
corridors  of  that  building  to  prevent  any  pro- 
test against  the  election  of  Dr.  Augusto  Mon- 
tenegro . 

—  In  view  of  the  inability  of  the  police  to 
cope  with  highwaymen  the  people  of  the 
district  of  Ubii,  Minas  Geraes,  have  organized 
a  vigilance  committee  underthe  title  of  ngrupo 
da  lionra  e  da  propriedade».  Under  the  direc- 
tion of  this  committee  two  alleged  highwaymen 
were  recently  lynched  by  a  crowd  numbering 
from  350  to  400  persons. 

— When  the  rupture  occurred  in  tiie  dom- 
inant party  in  Santa  Cathariua  the  Governor 
issued  an  order  for  the  removal  of  Senator 
RaiiHno  Horn  from  the  office  of  municipal 
superintendent.  The  order  was  considered 
illegal  and  one  of  the  courts  prohibited  its 
execution.  The  governor  promised  to  repect 
the  injunction  and  await  the  final  decision 
of  the  judiciary,  but  a  telegram  of  the  24th 
inst.  says  that  he  has  forcibly  removed  Super- 
intendent R-uilino  Horn.  An  official  telegram, 
which  attempts  to  justify  the  governor's  act, 
complains  that  the  court  before  which  the 
question  had  beeti  brought  wis  wilfully  dil- 
atory. And  so  the  governor  grew  tired  of 
waiting  and  violated  the  law,  for  which  it  is 
his  business  to  enforce  respect. 


—  On  taking  command  of  the  1st  military 
district  {Pard  and  Amazouas)  Gen,  Serra  Mar- 
tins declares  that  he  will  take  no  part  in  poli- 
tical controversies.  Mtiito  bem  !  The  oppo- 
sition party,  however,  at  once  offered  a  ban- 
quet to  the  general. 

— There  was  a  strike  among  the  conductors 
of  the  electric  tramway  of  Sao  Paulo  on  the 
22iid  inst.  because  of  the  dismissal  of  a  station 
agent.  The  strikers  were  greatly  surprised  to 
find  themselves  immediately  dismissed  and 
their  places  taken  by  others,

—  The  fomal  of  the  27th  says  the  Raturitc 
railway,  of  Ceard,  has  suspended  traffic  and 
the  transport  of  the  mails  for  an  indefinite 
time. 

—  On  the  25th  the  tribunal  of  accounts  re- 
gistered a  payment  of  46,296$  to  the  Leopol- 
dina  Railway  Co.  011  account  of  guaranteed 
interest  for  the  second  half  of  1900. 

—  Complaints  are  made  by  the  small  pro- 
ducers living  along  the  nail  land  routen  of  the 
Petropolis  railway  that  the  director  of  the 
Ijcopoldina  company  has  withdrawn  permis- 
sion for  them  to  sell  their  products  within  the 
pateo  of  the  S.  Francisco  Xavier  station.  Be- 
fore accepting  their  complaint  as  just  it  will 
be  desirable  to  know  the  director's  reasons. 
It  may  be  that  the  hucksters  have  abused  the 
licence  permitted  them  and  have  turned  the 
station  intoa  fruit  and  vegetable  market,  No 
good  manager  would  deliberately  offend  such 
a  class  of  producers,  nor  discourage  their  in- 
dustry, for  it  would  he  throwing  away  a  pro- 
fitable source  of  income,  At  the  same  time, 
a  railway  station  is  not  a  market  place,  and 
the  comfort  of  the  travelling  public  must  be 
studied  as  well  as  the  convenience  of  market 
gardeners.

Shipping    N°tes 

—Consul  Baehr,  of  Magdeburg,  writes  to  the 
state  department  at  Washington,  on  October 
26th,  as  follows:— The  Hamburg- American 
Hue  has  recently  established  steamship  com- 
munication with  the  north  Brazilian  ports  of 
Para  and  Maiuios.  a  steamer  being  advertised 
to  leave  Hamburg  on  the  15th  of  each  month. 
The  first  vessel  of  the  new  line  (the  "Canadian) 
left  Hamburg  011  July  14  and  returned  via 
Baltimore  after  a  favorable  voyage  of  seventy- 
six  days.  The  result  of  this  trial  trip  was 
satisfactory,  and  the  financial  success  of  the 
venture  seems  to  be  assured.  On  the  outward 
voyage,  the  ship  touched  at  Havre,  Oporto  and 
Lisbon.  The  freight  from  Germany  consisted 
chiefly  of  manufactures  and  cement.  That 
from  'Portugal  consisted  of  vegetables  and 
wine.  No  obstacle  to  navigation  was  encoun- 
tered during  the  entire  trip.  The  unloading 
at  Manaos  was  effected  without  difficulty, 
there  being  HO  need,  as  is  often  the  case  at 
other  ports,  to  unload  the  cargo  into  lighters, 
where  it  must  remain  from  twenty  to  thirty 
days,  owing  to  the  overcrowding  of  custom- 
houses. Heretofore,  the  trade  of  the  Amazon 
has  been  in  the  hands  of  two  English  com- 
panies, which,  it  is  alleged,  have  not  used 
their  ntotioc  :lv  lti3Uch  1  wjy  as  tc  win  pepu 
iarity.  Officials  and  merclunts  (especially 
German  merchants,  of  whom  there  are  already 
not  less  than  thirty-six  at  Muidos)  express 
their  satisfaction  at 'the  action  of  the  H  imhurg 
company  m  sending  ife  cbipc  tz  them,  flii 
return  freight  taken  on  board  the  «C*iaadia»  at 
Mandos  consisted  of  pi  t33  iv  1  an4  hides,  the 
cargo  being  completed  at  thltiufnre,  Since 
the  "Canadian's  trip,  the  uAlemuiia-i.  «VMe9U» 
and  "Croatian  have  been  sent  out  in  August, 
September,  and  October,  respectively,  For 
the  present,  it  is  intended  that  the  return 
voyages  shall  be  made  via  the  West  Indies. 


—  A  Milan  telegram  of  the  27th  inst.  an- 
nounces the  death  of  the  celebrated  composer 
Giuseppe  Verdi. 

—The  Gazeta  de  Noticias  contradicts  the 
report  that  ex-President  Prudente  de  Moraes 
is  engaged  in  writing  a  manifesto. 

—  This  city  and  vicinity  were  visited  by  a 
heavy  rainfall  on  Saturday  evening  last, 
nearly  as  heavy  as  that  which  caused  so  much 
damage  the  Saturday  before. 

—  A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  26th  says 
a  suspected  case  of  bubonic  pest  has  been 
discovered  in  that  city.  Suspected  cases  of 
lunacy,  however,  are   not  reported, 

—The  increased  number  of  suicides  in  this 
city  merits  attention.  Possibly  the  hot  wea- 
ther has  something  to  do  with  it,  for  the  same 
phenomenon  is  observed  at  Buenos  Aires. 

—In  London  girls  are  employed  in  some 
cases  to  do  the  work  of  messenger  boys.  Some 
of  our  contemporaries  call  them  idady  mes- 
sengers", Stuff  and  nonsense!  Why  not  call 
them  "messenger  girls»! 

—The  Via  is  still  trying  to  create  interest  in 
the  death  of  Dr.  Eduardo  Ribeiro,  the  man 
who  ruled  the  state  of  Amazonas  so  badly  for 
a  time.  "Vague  insinuations  of  assassination 
will  never  excite  any  'interest.  Let  us  have 
proofs.

James  Mitchell,  the  well-known  electrical  en- 
gineer of  this  city,  with  .Miss  Carolyn  Marie 
Cooke.  Mr.  and.  Mrs.  Mitchell  have  our 
wannest  congratulations  and  best  wishes  for  a 
long  and  happy  wedded  life. 

—A  few  days  ago  five  passers  of  counterfeit 
money  were  captured  red-handed  at  a  shop  in 
Riu  do  Caltete  where  they  were  effecting  a 
transaction,  the  buyer  having  notified  the 
police  and  helped  to  capture  the  rogues. 
Some  11,400$  in  spurious  money  were  cap- 
tured. Let  us  hope  the  criminals  will  lie 
rigorously  punished. 

—  The  minister  of  industry  has  very  pro  - 
perly  refused  to  permit  Robert  Fricke  &  Co  . 
to  use  the  old  reservoir  in  Largo  da  Carioca 
for  advertising  purposes.  There  should  be  a 
limit  to  such  pretensions.

\  mates   of  the  health  authorities  show   a   large 
■increase.     We   do   not   think   tliatjmuch  con- 
fidence can  1)2  placed  either   in    the  figures  of 
the  census-takers,  nor  in  those  of  the  health 
authorities.    The  large  number  of  empty  dwel- 
I  ling-houses  in  the  city   and  the  diminished 
movement  of  the  streets  would  lead  to  a  rough 
.conclusion  that  the  population  is  decreeing, 
J  but  it  is  perhaps. not  quite  fair  to  compare  it 
i  with  a  year  when   the  city  was  crowded  with 
people  attracted  here  by  the  speculations  then 
I  in  progress. 


—For  the  first  half  of  January,  according  to 
the  report  of  the  public  health  office,  the  mor- 
tality of  this  city  was  564,  which  is  considered 
to  be  a  low  figure,  considering  the  season. 
There  were  3  deaths  from  bubonic  pest,  18 
from  small-pox,  99  from  pulmonary  consump- 
tion, 35  from  malarial  causes,  it  from  beri- 
beri, 6  from  yellow  fever,  7  typhoid  fever,  I 
measles  and  r  influenza.  The  births  numbered 
535,  and  marriages  93.  The  temperature  reg- 
istered at  the  observatory  on  Castle  hill  was  : 
maximum  35.0"  C.  (95.18°  Fahr.),  minimum 
19. 7°  C.  (67.46"  F'ahr.)  and  average  25.14' C. 
(77.25-   Fahr.). 

—  The  rupture  between  President  Campos 
Sallesaud  Vice-President  Rosa  e  Silva,  accor- 
ding to  a  telegram  from  Maranhao  to  the  Dia, 
will  occur  at  the  next  meeting  of  congress, 
when  the  former's  candidate  for  the  presi- 
dency of  the  chamber  of  deputies  will  be  Dr. 
Paula  GnimarSes,  aBahia  deputy,  while  Rosa 
e  vSilva  will  support  the  reelection  of  Dr.  Vaz 
de  Mello.  This,  asserts  the  telegram,  has 
been  stated  in  conversation  by  Senator  Bene- 
dicto  Leite,  who  is  reported  to  predict  that  the 
vice-president's  candidate  will  be  elected  and 
that  ex-President  Prudente  de  Moraes  will,  if 
he  is  a  candidate,  be  elected  next  year  Presi- 
dent of  the  republic. 

—There  was  a  great  scare  in  police  circles 
on  the  night  of  the  22nd,  owing  to  some  mys- 
terious denunciation  of  an  impending  revolt. 
The  police  force  was  withdrawn  from  ordinary 
service  and  held  in  readiness,  the  shore  line 
was  watched,  the  police  officials  at  a  late  hour 
were  in  consultation  and  were  then  driving 
about  all  over  the  city,  and  all  suspected  per- 
sons and  places  were  closely  watched.  Even 
for  two  or  three  days  after  this  phenomenal 
vigilance  was  kept  up,  but  nothing  has  oc- 
curred to  justify  it.  It  would  seem  that 
another  naval  revolt  was  feared.  As  noarrests 
have  been  made,  nor  further  disclosures  made, 
we  must   conclude  that  the  scare  was  without 

—  Last  year  toward  the  end  of  February,  the 
government  discovered,  a  conspiracy  and  had 
several  persons  arrested.  After  mouths  spent 
in  searching  for  proofs,  the  accused  were 
brought  to  trial  and  were  acquitted,  the  gov- 
ernment case  breaking  down  completely  for 
want  of  evidence.  One  of  the  little  by-plays 
in  that  affair  was  a  private  accusation  against 
the  editor  of  this  paper,  by  the  editor  of  an- 
other paper,  wdio  stated  that  we  took  part  in 
the  conspiracy  as  one  of  its  leaders.  '  The  ac- 
cusation was  of  course  absurd,  but  it  served 
its  purpose.  Now  that  another  alleged  con- 
spiracy  is  discovered,  or  suspected,  we  are 
awaiting  the  disclosure  of  another  accusation, 
equally  absurd. 

—  The  Pah  of  the  27th  makes  a  statement 
which  ought  not  to  pass  unnoticed.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  month  certain  confidence 
men  swindled  a  gentleman  from  Pard  out  of 
14.000$  by  means  of  the  well-known  canto  dt 
oigario.  Orders  were  issued  for  their  arrest, 
but  somehow  they  could  not  he  found.  The 
Pais  now  asserts  {ao  que  sabemos)  that  the 
stolen  money  was  divided  into  four  equal 
parts,  and  that  three  police  agents  and  one 
inspector  iveie  not  unaware  oj  this  division. 
If  the  Pah  can  prove  this,  it  ought  to  lodge  a 
formal  charge  against  them.  Since  then  one 
of  the  swindlers,  uTose"  Portuguezo,  has  been 
under  arrest  for  some  other  offence,  but  no 
one  has  thought  to  interrogate  him  about  the 
swindle. 

—The  statistician  of  the  directory  of  public 
health,  Dr.  Sampaio  Viauna,  estimates  the 
population  of  this  capital  for  the  current 
year  at  793,0110.  He  says  the  arrivals 
(by  sea,  of  course)  were  252.129  during 
the  past  year,  and  the  departures  237,257, 
which  leaves  an  excess  of  arrivals  of  14,872. 
Deducting  the  excess  of  deaths  over  births  for 
the  year  113,971  deaths  and  13,838  births),  the 
apparent  increase  in  population  is  14,839, 
which  added  to  last  year's  estimated  popula- 
tion (779,000)  gives  the-above  estimate,  omit- 
ting the  hundreds.  The  calculation  is  hope- 
lesslv  defective,  however,  in  its  failure  to  re- 
cord'the  arrivals  and  departures  by  laud.  All 
the  arrivals  by  sea  are  not  destined  for  this 
capital,  nor  is  any  note  taken  of  the  people 
who  leave  the  city  because  of  the  costs  of  liv- 
ing. The  increasing  number  of  unoccupied 
houses  shows  that  this  is  an  important  factor 
in  the  Calculation.  ( 

—  One  of  the  results  anticipated  from  the 
new  and  extremely  vexatious  regulation  of 
the  health  officials  in  regard  to  medical  certi- 
ficates of  the  cause  of  death,  has  already  been 
experienced.  The  sanitary  dictator  has  sec- 
ured a  regulation  submitting  such  certificates 
to  the  revision  of  his  staff,  and  with  the  result 
that  a  few  days  since  a  doctor  was  heavily 
fined  for  stating  that  death  was  caused  by  one 
disease,  when  the  sanitary  inspector,  considered 
that  it  was  caused  by  pest.  Under  such  con- 
ditions the  doctors  might  be  expected  to  re- 
fuse to  give  certificates,  and  this  is  what  they 
are  beginning  to  do.  On  the  23rd  a  child 
died  in  Rua  Frei  Caueca  and  the  doctor  refus- 
ed to  give  the  causa  mortis.  The  father  ran 
about  all  day.  from  police  to  sanitary  officials, 
and  back,  but  without  result. and  then  at  night 
his  child  was  carried  off  to  the  morgue.  This 
is  called  civilization  !

This  is  bad 
enough  in  itself,  but  to  make  matters  worse 
the  inspector  of  customs  has  issued  an  order 
for  not  receiving  such  money  in  payment  of 
taxes.  This  order  has  naturally  excited  much 
discontent, 

\fter  an    interval    of    about    a  month  we 

had  the  pleasure  of  receiving  an  American 
mail  on  the  morning  of  the  25th  inst,  Among 
our  letters  we  find  dates  as  far  back  as  De- 
cember nth.  In  view  of  the  uncertainty  and 
irre^uliritv  of  direct  mails,  the  U.  S.  postal 
authorities'  would  do  well  to  send  the  Brazi- 
lian mail  by  way  of  Europe,  where  a  certain 
amount  of  reguUritv  can  lie  counted    upon. 

—At  a  recent  meeting  of  shareholders  of  the 
Conipanhia  Centros  Pasturis  do  Brazil,  Coun- 
cillor Coelbo  Rodrigues,  cx-seuator  of  the 
repuhlic  a  nd  ex-prefect  of  the  Federal  district , 
proposed  the  liquidation  of  the  company.  He 
slated  that  he  considers  the  financial,  political 
and  social  condition  of  Brazil  utterly  hopeless 
and  he  consequently  wishes  to  arrange  his 
affairs  so  that  lie  may  be  prepared  at  any 
moment  to  leave  the  country. 

—  Dr.  Edmund  Bitteucoiut  asserts  that  the 
transactions  in  which  the  government,  the 
Banco  da  Republica  and  the  Banco  Hypo- 
thecario  took  part  last  February  were  promot- 
ed by  a  syndicate  that  received  from^tlie 
latter  bank  the  sum  of  10.000,000.*.  This 
bank,  he  says,  had  first  attempted  to  transact 
the  business  directly  with  the  government,  to 
which  it  offered  S. 00a. 000*.  The  government's 
rejection  of  the  offer  led  the  bank  to  make 
use  of  the  good  offices  of  the  syndicate,  thus 
obtaining  indirectly  from  the  government 
wdiat  it  wished  at  a  cost  of  10,000,000$  instead 
of  8,000,000$,  which,  if  the  direct  negotiations 
had  been  successful,  would  have  been  paid  iuto 
the  treasury. 

It  is  interesting  to  compare  the  dividends

pany'has  no  debts.  Its  production  for  the 
past  year  was  12,551  P'eces  containing  512,44; 
metres.  It  is  well  to  remember  that  this  result 
is  exceptional,  for  the  factory  is  highly  pro- 
tected. Two  or  three  years  ago  we  were  in- 
formed that  the  state  of  Alagoas  imposed  an 
interstate  export  duty  on  raw  cotton  and  an 
import  duty  on  cotton  fabrics,  tor  the  pro- 
tection of  its  infant  textile  industries.  Under 
such  circumstances  the  Filar  factory  could  not 
help  earning  a  dividend.  run 

-On    the    1st  January  a  decree  of  the   Bia- 
ziliau  government  respecting  consular  invoices 
came  into  force,  and  as  the  peiulties  tor  non- 
observance  of   tile  regulations  are  heavy,   It   IS 
incumbent  upon  all  persons  interested  111  trade 
with    Brazil    to   study   them   carefully.

through  a  shipping  house,  or  toempioy  expert 
assistance     iu     the     preparation    of   invoices. 
With  the    object  of   assisting  those  who  elect 
to  prepare  their  own  invoices,  auseful  publica- 
tion,   giving   a    full  translation  of  the  regula- 
tions and  directions  for  its  use  has  been  issued 
by,  etc.,  etc.-2V.rW*  Mercury,  Jan.  5.     [Tins 
is  quite  what  has  been    anticipated.     The  en- 
forcement of  the  law  mikes  necessary  the  use 
of   a  special  book,  and  provides  for  the  main- 
tenance of  a  special  service.     And  as  the  com- 
plicated features  of  the  law  are  credited  to  the 
author  of    the    book  and    chief  of  the  special 
service,    there  are    some  who  believe  that  the 
law  was    invented    to   provide  business  for  its 
alleged  author.

26th  savs  that  the  International  Crude  Rub- 
ber Co',  had  been  incorporated  in  Trenton 
with  an  authorized  capital  stock  of  $30,000,- 
000.  The  capital  is  divided  into  810,000,000 
of  preferred  stock,  bearing  6  per  ceut  cumu- 
lative dividends,  and  520,000,000  of  common 
stock.  The  objects  of  the  company,  as  set 
forth  in  the  charter,  are  of  a  most  general 
character,  it  being  specified,  however,  that  it 
is  to  operate  in  Mexico  and  South  America. 
The  incorporators  are  H.  M.  Sadler.  George 
Pope.  George  V.  Brown,  YV.  A.  Towner.  C. 
G.  Palmer  and  Alden  S.  Swan.  The  charter 
was  filed  by  Ivins,  Kidder  &  Melcher,  of 
New  York.  William  51.  Ivins  said  in  refer- 
ence to  the  matter:  «  The  International 
Crude  Rubber  Co.  has  been  incorporated  iu 
the  usual  way.  Its  purpose  is  to  buy  crude 
rubber  in  the  markets  of  the  world  and  sell  it 
to  manufacturers.  It  is  a  commercial  corpo 
ration,  and  iu  no  sense  a  trust.  As  business 
is  done  on  a  large  scale  these  days,  it  was 
thought  that  the  best  results  in  this  line,  as 
well  as  in  others,  could  be  obtained  by  an 
association  of  capital  sufficient  to  do  business 
011  a  large  scale,  trading  wherever  rubber  is 
grown.  It  is  not  a  manufacturing  concern 
and  has  no  connection  with  anysuch  concerns. 
Several  firms  of  importers  who  are  now  doing 
business  will  in  all   probability  be  absorbed'.
